RELATING TO ARCHITECTS; AMENDING SECTION 54-310, IDAHO CODE, TO PROVIDE FOR2

MUTUAL RECOGNITION AGREEMENTS FOR LICENSURE; AND DECLARING AN EMER-3
GENCY AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.4

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:5

SECTION 1. That Section 54-310, Idaho Code, be, and the same is hereby6
amended to read as follows:7

54-310. LICENSE BY ENDORSEMENT OR MUTUAL RECOGNITION AGREEMENT. (1)8
The board may grant a license to any person who, at the time of application,9
holds a valid and current license in good standing as an architect issued by10
the authorized regulatory entity of another state, territory or jurisdic-11
tion of the United States, provided that the requirements for licensure are12
substantially equivalent to the requirements for licensure under this chap-13
ter, and upon payment of a fee set in rule by the board.14

(2) The board may grant a license pursuant to the terms of a mutual15
recognition agreement for reciprocal licensure entered into between the16
board and another state, territory, jurisdiction, or country.17

SECTION 2. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby18
declared to exist, this act shall be in full force and effect on and after19
July 1, 2022.20
